desert, it frequently occurs that the 
16th and Sfith sections of each town- 
ship donated to the State by the gen- 
eral Government for school purposes, 
are comparatively valueless, owing 
to their location upon these barren 
tracts. 


In 1873 our State Legislature, by 


joint resolution, asked Congress to 
repeal the act donating these sections 
and to grant in lieu thereof one mil- 
lion acres of the public lands to be 
selected aa other grants have been by 
this State. 


Our representative 
in Congress, 


Mr. "Wren, has introduced a bill iu 
the House, embodying the ideas em- 
braced in the above resolution. 
The 


bill provides that the repeal of that 
section of tho Enabling Act which 
donated the school sections, shall in 
no wise impair the titles to the landj 
of those sections already sold prior 
to the approval of the bill, and thai a 
list showing the portions of sections 
1C and 30 which have been sold by 
the State, shall within one year after 
the approval of the act be forwarded 
to the General Land Office for entry 
upon its records, after which, all of 
such sections not appearing upon the 
certified list, shall be subject lo sale 
as are oilier portions of the public 
domain. 
The bill further provides 


that one million acres cf public lands 
be selected by the State iu full satis- 
faction for the unsold portions of 
sections 16 and 30 unsold and relin- 
quished, and that these new selec- 
tions by the State may embrace lands 
containing deposits of salt, soda or 
borax, being accepted in the same 
manner as agricultural lands. 


It is to be hoped this bill of Mr. 


Wren's will become a law. The cus-
